SAYS 44-HR. LAW 


WILL PROVIDE 
75,000 NEW JOBS 


Harrisburg,

Pennsylvania's new 44-hour work­ 
week law will create more than 75.000 
new jobs. Ralph M. Ba.shore, Sec­ 
retary of Labor and Industry, said 
today. 
“Nothing will be 
done to 
ham ­ 
string industry,” Basehor^ said. "It 
Is 
the spirit of the law that means 
so much, not the technicalities. The 
only people who are going to su f­ 
fer are the cheaters, 
"They will be compelled to give 
emplo3*es reasonable working hours 
and this law is going to elim inate 
the cut-throat 
competition which 
makes it difficult for honest and 
fair-m inded em ployers to do busi­ 
ness.” 
Bashore m ade the 
statem ent as 
members 
of the state 
Industrial 
board gathered around a deck piled 
high with records 
to 
decide how 
the new law. effective December I, 
would be administered 
The 
records 
constituted 
the I 
transcript of pleas made at 
hear­ 
ings last week by employers seeking 
exemption from the act. 
Hugh Duffy, board exam iner, said 
decisions on a number of appeals 
would be made by W ednesday but 
added 
that 
no 
announcem ents 
would be made until all cases have 
been decided. 
Tile 
law 
exem pts 
agriculture 
workers, bona fide executives and ! 
those in the "learned professions." 
Bashore declared: 
"The phrase ‘learned professions’ , 
will not be interpreted in the liar- j 
row sense of m edicine, the law’ of 
the ministry. 
We 
recognize 
that 
the learned professions form a much 
broader 
classification 
than these 
three. 
"Many occupations m ust be con­ 
sidered as borderline cases—such as 
public accounting.” 
The secretary said that a list of 
occupations in the 
exem pt 
class 
would be issued soon. 
“We must also consider the cre­ 
ative workers, the writers, the art­ 


ists and other occupations in which 
brain-work can 
not 
be 
sensibly 
regulated by law. 
We also have under considera­ 
tion such occupations as the com ­ 
mission workers, the salesm an and 
the house-to-house canvassers, who 
might be expected to 
make fewer 
sales and less commission under the 
44-hour schedule. 
"We might for instance consider 
that waiting time, and the time re­ 
quired to go from 
place to place 
may not be* considered as working 
time, 
Bashore 
assured 
representatives 
of the transportation industry at 
the hearing “there will be consid­ 
erable latitude in the interpretation 
of the lunch hour period” so that 
there would be no interruption of 
operations. 
The 
American 
Federation 
of 
Labor and the 
Committee for In­ 
dustrial Organization joined hands 
in demanding strict enforcem ent of 
all provisions of the law. 
The union leaders 
also 
insisted 
on a regulation to end “tipping” as 
a means of pay for bell boys, w ait­ 
resses and other em ployes of ho­ 
tels and restaurants.
